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J-M to shut down in biggest 


union battle in 22 years

Johns-Manville Products Co., and its 
force of about 500 union workers squared 
off today for what looms as their 
sharpest dispute in 22 years Steps were 
being taken for an imminent lockout of 
workers and at least a temporary halt to 
production. 
There 
was 
widespread 
concern for the economic impact of the 
action on the community. 


Company officials say they will lock 
out the workers at 12:01 a m Monday if 
the workers do not ratify a new contract 
by midnight Saturday. The lockout 
appeared 
almost 
inevitable 
this 
morning 
About 
500 
workers 
are 
affected. Tom McCall, president of 
Local 
146 
International 
Chemical 
Workers Union, and a worker himself, 
said the union membership will not meet 
before the Saturday deadline, and that 
emergency steps have been taken to 
meet the lockout. This morning he told 
the Record that the atmosphere around 
the plant was becoming “ a little 
strained ” 


Paul Burnum, director of employe 
relations for J-M could not be reached 
by telephone this morning, but he sent 
word that he had nothing to report that 
would

Yesterday he said notices signed by 
himself and by C.A 
Carlson, plant 
manager, had been posted on ali plant 
bulletin boards setting forth the position 


of the company and informing workers 
of the scheduled lockout. Bumum said 
supervisory

workers would keep the plant operating 
McCall 
said 
an 
estimated 
50 
graveyard shift workers would report 
for work as usual at 12:01 a m Monday 
If the lockout is under way at that hour 
the workers will be barred from the 
plant grounds, according to sources 
close to the company. 
McCall said workers would picket the 
plant during the lockout and that he had 
arranged with company officials to 
position the pickets on J-M property in 
order to avoid the more hazardous 
public position on Miguelito Canyon 
Road 
Workers have remained on the job 
since the old labor contract expired on 
Oct. 24 Despite the goodwill expressed 
by both sides, however, and the efforts 
of a federal mediator, the impasse over 
wages, fringe benefits and other issues 
has persisted. 
In a statement issued some weeks ago 
and still in force today, Bumum said J- 
M was offering the "most costly 
contract settlement in the history of 
Johns-Manville Corporation.” As set 
forth in a Record story, Bumum said the 
package would cost J-M an estimated 
$1.7 million in additional funds over a 
three-year period and that it would 
provide salary increases of 10 cents an 
hour immediately; nine cents an hour 


extra a year from now, an additional ll 
cents an hour in October 1976 Bumum 
said the total package would bring the 
worker a salary increase equivalent to 
$1.70 an hour. 
Unionists dispute these figures They 
say the total increase — wages and 
fringe benefits — would be more like 
$1 25 an hour and that there are other 
inequities. For example, the unionists 
say the company figure of $6 40 an hour 
for the average current wage is inflated 
The unionists say the true figure is about 
$4 80 an hour. Unionists also want a 
maximum two-year contract instead of 
the three-year pact offered by the 
company. Efforts also have been made 
to extend the incentive pay policy to 
workers not now covered 
Both sides reaffirmed their respective 
positions this week. 
The last interruption of production at 
the 
sprawling 
diatomacious 
earth 
products company occurred in 1952 
Workers walked out in March and 
stayed out until the end of October in a 
bid for wage increases and the union 
shop The workers got raises, but had to 
settle without the union shop condition 
The latter goal was realized later. 
Harold 
Thompson, 
retired 
J-M 
supervisor and longtime mayor of 
Lompoc, recalled today that the strike 
was peaceful. Pickets walked the line, 
but did not interfere with the passage of 
supervisors 
and 
salaried 
workers. 
Production was closed down completely 


all during the strike, Thompson recalls. 
In other respects, however the years 
have dimmed the economic impact of 
the strike in his mind 
McCall 
said he has had verbal 
assurances from top Teamsters Union 
leadership in Santa Maria that the union 
truck drivers will respect the picket 
lines This development if it proves true 
could be a factor in the dispute because 
J-M relies heavily on the trucking 
service of Lompoc Truck Co located at 
300 North G St., The company employs 
about 28 drivers, many if not all 
committed to handling products out of J- 
M.

would also be affected if production is 
curtailed Walter A. Phillips, assistant 
trainmaster said "J-M is the lifeblood of 
Lompoc ” He said SP has been bringing 
38 carloads of products out of the plant 
each day. Phillips had no estimate of the 
economic impact of the threatened 
lockout on the railroad. 
Estimates of the economic impact on 
the community posed by the loss of 
wages 
for 500 workers were 
not 
immediately available Unemployment 
compensation from the state at about 
$90 a week for each worker would take 
some of the sting out of the losses, but 
the emergency pay will only partially 
compensate for the loss of full-time 
production 
earnings.

the neighborhood of $150,000 a week. 
Unemployment rate hits 13-year high 


WASHINGTON (UP1) - The nation’s 
unemployment rate reached its highest 
level in 13 years last month with a jump 
to 6.5 per cent, the Labor Department 
said today. The White House expressed 
"great concern” over the 6 million 
persons jobless in November. 
White House Press Secretary Ron 
Nessen called on Congress to pass 
President Ford’s proposal to provide 
$2.5 million in federal funds to create 
jobs and pay unemployment insurance. 
"The President feels Congress can 
approve this before it adjourns” and 
would like to see the House and Senate 


"do that and do it promptly,” Nessen 
added. 
The Labor Department said there 
were 790,000 more unemployed persons 
in November than October, when the 
rate was 6 per cent. But only 462,000 of 
those actually remained in the job 
market. 
The 6.5 was the highest rate since it 
reached that level in October, 1961. 
"The November increase is a source 
of great concern,” said Nessen. "The 
situation is being reviewed, and as we 
decide to take new steps, they will be 
announced.” 


But he said Ford would not be 
advancing any new legislative proposals 
to deal with the unemployment problem 
in the immediate future and that, "until 
the Congress acts” on the White House 
proposal, "there is nothing further 
legislatively or administratively that 
can be done ”

New law promises $1.8 million for 
local housing/ core city rebuild

A new federal grant program promises to pump $1.8 
million into Lompoc over the next six years for downtown 
revitalization, housing assistance and related local efforts. 
City staffers have been quietly toiling to apply for grants 
under the 1974 federal Community Development Program, 
working in tandem with the Housing Authority of Santa 
Barbara County. 
The funds will not be granted to construct new city 
facilities, but will be available for renewing blighted city 
areas and providing housing relief to lower and middle 
income groups. 


"It’s the second big element in federal legislation toward 
trying to float control back to local governments as to how 
(their) money is to be used,” said city Administrative 
Assistant Bob Livingston, assigned to the program at City 
Hall. The original and largest federal legislation in this 
direction, he said, has been federal revenue sharing. 


To qualify for the grant, the city must develop a detailed 
three-year community development plan, including a 
shopping list of projects to be funded, and submit it to the 
federal Housing and Urban Development (HUD) agency by 
April 1, 1975. 
The plan and the shopping list must be blessed by the City 
Council early next year before the application is sent off. 
"It’s quite a job putting this thing together — as usual,” 
sighed Gene Wahlers, city administrative officer. 
But, unlike other federal grant programs, the federal 
agency by law will have to respond to the city grant 
application within 75 days after receiving it. This will mean 
that the grant may be folded into the 1975-76 Lompoc 
municipal budget when it is hashed out by the council next 
summer. 
"We won’t be in the situation that’s occurred before, 
where you file an application and you wait and you wait and 
you wait,” Wahlers said. 
Wahlers added that the city may have to contract with 
outside planning consultants to put together 
the 
comprehensive three-year development forecast if it’s 
found that the city staff can’t handle the task on its own. 
The administrator said that the first year’s entitlement 
will come to about $102,000 and the sum for the first three 
years will amount to around $700,000. 
An advance of about $10,000 on the first year’s sum can 
be obtained from HUD, Wahlers indicated, if the city finds it 
must pay a consulting firm to help with the in-depth 
development plan. 
Included in the development scheme will be the housing 
authority’s three-year local housing program. Grant funds 
will be channeled into housing authority projects for leasing 
and building low and medium income housing in this area. 
x Another requirement in the city’s application will be a 
gaze into the future at the populations which will be 
expected to require housing in the Lompoc area in coming 
years. 
Grant guidelines are firm in prohibiting use of the money 
for constructing new city facilities such as a new city hall or 
fire station or such structures as a new museum or sports 


arena. Nor can new schools, hospitals, city operating 
expenses or other new housing be paid for with the federal 
cash. 
But the plan still promises to put Lompoc’s downtown 
revitalization campaign over the top. Grant funds will be 
available for use to purchase parking areas and to fund 
street improvements and undergrounding of overhead 
utility lines, Wahlers said. 
The money will also be tabbed for purchase of property 
for historical preservation and conservation. Also, the cash 
can be legally used to tear down blighted city areas to make 
them available for housing or other new development. 
Finding money to purchase offstreet parking areas and 
finance street improvements in Lompoc’s once declining 
city core area has been a nagging concern of the Downtown 
Revitalization Committee, which has taken on the task of 
reversing downtown blight and pumping economic health 
into the city’s historic core. 
The program supercedes and combines other federal 
grant programs such as Urban Renewal, the Model Cities 
Program, the Neighborhood Facilities Program, the federal 
Land and Open Space Program and others. 
"Right now, what we are trying to do is come up with a 
shopping list of what we’d like to do,” Livingston said. 
The housing element of the city’s application will come 
before the city Planning Commission early next year. The 
entire three-year development program will come before 
the City Council — and be subject to public input — before 
the April grant application deadline 
Unlike former urban renewal efforts, which produced 
isolated housing "projects” for low income groups in many 
American cities, the new program calls for the diffusion of 
low and medium income housing among other private 
housing areas. 
That Lompoc qualifies at all for an entitlement under the 
new law is a story in itself. 
"W e’re one of a few small cities that have actual 
entitlements,” Wahlers said. These entitlements are 
routinely going only to cities with populations larger than 
55,000, he said. 
Lompoc has been granted an entitlement, he said, 
because it has been included in federal urban statistics 
ledgers in the standard metropolitan area (SMA) of Santa 
Barbara-Santa Maria-Lompoc. The SMA is a statistical unit 
used by federal grantsmen. 
The city would not have qualified for inclusion in this SMA 
— or for community development program or extra revenue 
sharing funding — if the federal census of 1970 had given the 
city less than a 25,000 population. 
In fact, the U.S. Census Bureau in 1970 at first totalled the 
Lompoc population at around 23,900, excluding it from the 
critical statistical listing. But city staffers appealed the 
tally and convinced federal authorities to make another 
head count here. The second count came out at 25,284 — 
barely enough to put Lompoc on the grant lists. 
Though the intricacies of the Community Development 
and Revenue Sharing grant guidelines were not imagined at 
that time, the 1970 census protest has meant extra grant 
dollars for the city since that time. 
“It’s really had a significant effect on the money the city 
will receive over a 10-year period,” Wahlers reviewed.

Sirica excuses Nixon 
from giving testimony 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - Four months 
after leaving the presidency in disgrace, 
Richard M. Nixon has received the best 
news since he was pardoned: He will not 
have to testify in any way in the 
Watergate conspiracy trial. 
Presiding Judge John J. Sirica ruled 
Thursday 
that 
the 
ailing 
former 
president does not have to submit to 
lawyers’ questions at his home or even 
answer written questions. A personal 
appearance by Nixon at the trial at this 
time had already been ruled out. 


Sirica said Nixon’s testimony was 
"not indispensable” for his former 
aides’ defense. 
"The value of Mr. Nixon’s testimony 
to 
the 
defendants 
should 
not 
be 
unrealistically 
overestimated. 
Mr. 
Nixon himself has been named by the 
grand 
jury 
as 
an 
unindicted 
co­ 
conspirator in this case,” Sirica said. 
"Certainly his testimony would be 
subject to the instruction to the jury that 
it should be received with caution and 
scrutinized with care.” 


Declaring the Watergate cover-up 
jury must "get all the facts,” U.S. 
District Judge John J. Sirica today 
overruled 
prosecution 
and 
defense 
objections and summoned Watergate 
mastermind E. Howard Hunt’s lawyer, 
William O. Bittman, to the witness 
stand. 
Bittman, who testified he received 
$156,000 
for 
defending 
Hunt, 
was 
expected to be questioned about a long 
lost memo he recently surrendered to 


the prosecutors. 
Written two years ago by Hunt, the 
memo asked high-ranking members of 
the Nixon administration to make good 
on a promise to give him money and 
clemency in exchange for his silence 
about Watergate. 
The Hunt memo cast doubt on a claim 
by the five defendants —all of them 
former aides to Richard M. Nixon — 
that the money paid to the Watergate 
burglars 
was 
intended 
for 
family 
support 
and 
lawyers’ 
fees. 
The 
prosecution 
claims 
it 
was 
"hush 
money.” * 
Sirica summoned Bittman as a court 
witness because neither the defense 
lawyers nor chief trial prosecutor 
James F. Neal would vouch for his 
credibility. "The jury is going to get all 
the facts —it’s that simple,” Sirica said. 
Before Sirica ruled, Bittman testified 
out of the presence of the jury that he 
believed the $156,000 his firm received 
for Hunt’s defense was reasonable 
because 2,550 staff hours were spent on 
Hunt’s behalf. 
"What was done for all that money? 
You pleaded him guilty, didn’t you?” 
Sirica asked. Bittman replied that Hunt 
had not originally intended to plead 
guilty. 
"When was the last time you received 
$25,000 in cash downstairs in a phone 
booth?” Sirica asked, referring to the 
circumstances under which Bittman 
received part of his payment. 
"This is the only time it happened,” 
Bittman replied. 


Pilot, controller errors 
cited as TWA crash cause 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - Preliminary 
findings show TWA Flight 514 may have 
crashed into a mountain Sunday because 
the pilot and an air traffic controller had 
different ideas about what an order 
meant. All 92 persons aboard were 
killed 
The pilot apparently thought the 
controller’s order —permission to start 
an 
approach 
to 
Runway 
12 
at 
Washington’s 
Dulles 
International 
Airport — meant he could safely cut his 
altitude almost in half immediately. 
The 
Air Line Pilots 
Association 
Thursday 
backed 
up 
the 
pilot’s 
interpretation, but a spokesman for the 
Federal Aviation Administration disa­ 
greed sharply, saying the pilot should 
have 
checked 
his charts 
for 
the 
minimum 
safe 
altitude 
before 
descending 
A 
report 
by 
the 
National 
Transportation Safety Board meanwhile 
said the Trans World Airlines flight got 
its landing approach clearance while 


flying 
over 
mountains 
where 
the 
published minimum safe altitude was 
3,400 feet 
The report said the plane immediately 
descended to 1,800 feet —about half the 
safe altitude. 
The three-engine jetliner flew straight 
into the west side of Paris Mountain only 
a few yards below the top of the ridge. 
The crash occurred just 23 miles west 
af Dulles and about five miles north of 
Upperville, Va. It was the worst U.S. air 
disaster of the year. 
Although the safety board report did 
not say so specifically, it indicated pilot 
error might have been to blame for the 
crash 
Reacting 
angrily, 
the 
pilot’s 
association sent a letter to President 
Ford demanding that NTSB Chairman 
John Reed be removed for issuing the 
report in violation of the board's own 
rules against commenting on factors 
involved

The purpose of backstage activities, like those of the actors, is 
to “ create an illusion of reality.’’ In order to create that illusion 
for “ Night Watch” — the mystery drama opening at the Lompoc 
Civic Auditorium at 8:30 p.m. tonight — many local people have 
had to invest many evenings and weekend hours. 
First, the set had to be designed to fit the specific, detailed 
needs of the director, Marian Stave. Shirley Wallace, with the 
help of others, is responsible for the set design and decor for 
“ Night Watch.” 
It was Mfs Wallace’s job to draw the set exactly as it should be 
built. She had to coordinate the colors of the walls, furniture, 
costumes, props, etc., and choose the furnishings. 
“ Night Watch” revolves around a wing-back chair, and Mrs 
Wallace’s biggest problem was finding this chair. Her special 
thanks goes to Mrs. Jas. Jauncey who loaned a chair out of her 
own home for this Lompoc Civic Theater production 
Mrs. Wallace says that it is difficult to find period furniture 
because individuals, and even stores, are afraid to loan their good 
pieces. But there are rigid rules concerning loaned pieces: no one 
is allowed to touch any furniture on the set unless he or she is 
“ blocked'' to do so and furniture and other valuables are always 
locked away safely at the close of each rehearsal. 
The set was constructed to scale and painted by assistant 
production manager, Leo Wall, master carpenter, and others. The 
actual construction took two weeks 
Walt Dundon, production manager, and LCT president, 
coordinated the decisions of all departments — stage design and 
construction, costumes, lighting, sound, props, etc. — clear up 
through the “ tech rehearsals.” From there on out, the stage 


manager, Carolyn Joly, was in charge. 
It is her responsibility to see that everything during the 
performances runs smoothly, such as lights, sound, actors and 
in place, and curtain. 
“ Night Watch,” which was highly acclaimed by the New York 
critics when it played on Broadway in 1972, is a superb puzzle to 
test the wits of the audience. 
Why is Elaine Wheeler, the jittery heiress who lives with her 
husband in a town house in Manhattan's fashionable Kip’s Bay 
area, the only member of her household to see dead bodies in the 
window of the tenement across the way? Is the nurse, who is the 
Wheeler’s house guest, Elaine’s best friend or her husband's even 
closer companion? 
Playwright Lucille Fletcher doesn’t tip her hand until the very 
end of the drama. 
“ Night Watch” plays again tomorrow night, Dec. 13, 14, and 20 
and 21. Tickets can be purchased at the box office.

WASHINGTON (U P I) - Defense Secretary 
James R Schlesinger said today that as a result 
of the latest arms limitations agreement with 
Moscow, the United States may have to 
consider building still more Trident missile sub­ 
marines. 
The Pentagon originally planned to build 10 
Tridents at a cost of about $1 billion apiece —the 
most expensive ship in world history. 
The arms accord reached in Vladivostok last 
month between President Ford and Soviet Party 
leader Leonid 1. Brezhnev allows each country 
to have 1,320 missiles with multiple warheads. 
When 
the 
Soviets 
reach 
that 
ceiling, 
Schlesinger said told a news conference, the 
United States' land-based missiles — the 
Minuteman buried in siloes across the plain 
states —will become more vulnerable. 
As a result, he said, “ an increased share of 
U.S. forces will move to sea and there will be 
more bombers.” 
Asked if that meant building more of the 
billion-dollar Tridents, Schlesinger said, ‘that 
definitely must be considered over the longer 


run.” 
Schlesinger defended the arms agreement 
against critics who say it does not accomplish 
much. 
“ You have all heard that politics is the art of 
the possible,” he said, “ Diplomacy is also the 
art of the possible. Arms control is the art of the 
possible.. It is not the achievement of utopia ” 
President Ford told a news conference earlier 
in the week that U.S. spending on strategic 
weapons 
would 
remain 
constant, 
but 
Schlesinger modified that. 
“ The 
President 
was 
referring 
to 
the 
immediate effects," he said 
Schlesinger said the direct costs of strategic 
weapons are now only one-third of what they 
were in the 1956-1963 period — the years of the 
missile gap 
He said this year outlays on 
strategic weapons “ are at an historical low.” 
He said the United States would have to 
continue to pour money into strategic weapons 
and denied that the imposing of quantity 
ceilings on nuclear weapons was fostering an 
arms race in the quality of those weapons.

wholesalers in kickback case 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - In 
one of the toughest actions of 
its 
type, 
the 
state 
will 
temporarily shut down major 
liquor wholesalers for allegedly 
making illegal kickbacks, offi­ 
cials disclosed today. 
“ Shutting them down for 
awhile will be very meaning­ 
ful,” said Peter Sexton, deputy 
director of the Department of 
Alcoholic Beverage Control. 
Major wholesalers have been 
accused by the department 
along with 450 retailers of 
allegedly making and taking 
illegal 
kickbacks. 
All 
the 
wholesalers are 
located 
in 
Northern California. 
“ The action we will take 
against 
the 
wholesalers 
is 
probably more severe than any 
we have taken against them in 
the past,” Sexton said, adding 
the closures would occur after 
the busy Christmas holidays. 
Among the largest wholesal­ 
ers facing a temporary shut­ 
down are McKesson Liquor Co. 
of San Francisco and San 
Leandro and Max Sobel Whole­ 
sale 
Liquor 
Co. 
of 
San 
Francisco. 
Sexton declined to say how 
long the licenses would be 
suspended but it was expected 
that the shutdowns would be for 
at least 15 days. To sell 
alcoholic beverages in Cali­ 
fornia a license is required 
Under state statutes, both the 
wholesaler and retailer are in 
violation of the law if free 
services, or cash are taken or 
given in addition to the cost of 
the liquor. 
The state has already begun 
handing out fines and license 
suspensions to retailers who 
were charged with receiving 
free goods or services when

State to offer poor 
bargain surplus eggs 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
State of California plans to 
offer the nation’s poor and 
needy almost a half-million 
surplus eggs at bargain prices. 
The state’s egg producers 
Thursday said any “ credible 
agency” in the country will be 
able to buy up to 60,000 eggs a 
week at 43 cents a dozen —30 
cents below retail prices in 
many areas. 
“ If there are hungry children 
then 
certainly 
these 
eggs 
should be made available,” 
said 
J. 
Frank 
Bennett, 
manager 
of 
the 
industry- 
financed 
California 
Egg 
advisory Board. 
“ None of our people want to 
see anyone go hungry in this 
country,” he added. 
The surplus eggs originally 
were to be shipped to overseas 
markets under industry pro­ 
gram designed to raise the 
retail price of eggs. 
The sale to the poor was 
scheduled to run at least two 
months while the state’s mar­ 
ket remains flooded with eggs. 
Since the state-approved 16- 
week program began Nov. 10, 
the 
egg 
board 
has 
been 
diverting 5 per cent of their 


California farmers’ production 
to overseas markets and for 
powdering. 
California’s 
egg 
industry turns out more than 
400,000 cases of eggs each 
week, with 30 dozen to a case. 
The diversion program has 
resulted in a nickel increase in 
California consumer egg prices 
in the last four weeks. The 
prices are expected to go up 
two or three cents more before 
the program ends. 


Bennett 
said 
the 
social 
service section of the state 
Department 
of 
Health 
has 
agreed to contact all legitimate 
agencies that might “ want 
some of the eggs” to help 
coordinate the program. 
“ We will sell to welfare 
organizations anywhere, even 
outside the state, including 
public and private groups as 
long as they can show the eggs 
will go to the people who 
otherwise wouldn’t get them,” 
Bennett said. 
He said the 43 cents a dozen

California docks” 
and that 
shipping and handling eventual­ 
ly drove the overseas consumer 
price to well above $1 a dozen.

Q u ick release of teen drug 


suspects d ra w s solons' ire 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) — The release of nearly 100 suspected 
high-school drug pushers in Los Angeles only a day after their 
arrests has prompted a move by Assembly Republicans to revise 
juvenile probation procedures in California. 
Assembly Republican leader Bob Beverly, criticizing *he 
release of the suspects, announced Thursday that “ reform” 
legislation would be introduced “ shortly” by GOP Assemblyman 
Paul Bannai of Gardena and William Thomas of Bakersfield. 
Beverly of Manhattan Beach and Bannai said the legislation 
would deny probation officials exclusive authority in releasing 
youthful suspects in cases involving drugs or violence. The bill 
would provide that a district attorney first approve such a 
probation release, Bannai said. 
Bannai said it was “ incredible” that the Los Angeles County 
Probation 
Department “ granted 
the outright 
release of 
individuals arrested for selling dangerous drugs, including 
cocaine, LSD and barbiturates, to our children. ” 
A Los Angeles police spokesman reported that almost 100 of the 
128 suspected student drug peddlers who were arrested in a city- 
wide sweep Tuesday were back on the street and in the schools by 
Wednesday. More arrests Wednesday brought the total to 149. 
All but a handful of the suspects were turned over to the 
Probation Department. 
“ The department made a circus out of three months of intensive 
police work to curb drug abuse on high school campuses,” Beverly 
said in a statement.

The first would be for the major 
leagues to buy the attendance-plagued 
Baltimore Orioles and Oakland A s fran­ 
chises, shift them to Washington and 
Seattle, respectively, and sell them to 
local ownerships. 
As 
an 
alternative, 
the 
second 
O’Malley “grand plan" called for a third 
major league comprised of teams from 
New Orleans and Seattle (with their 


domes), Buffalo, Denver, Toronto and 
Washington—which would compete on 
an equal parity for playoff and World 
Series play after an initial four or five 
year “growing up” period. 
Baseball Commissioner Bowie Kuhn, 
while attempting to neatly placate the 
eager city fathers from Seattle, Toronto 
and the host city all bidding hard here 
for immediate major league status, 
intimated 
the O’Malley 
plans have 
spurred 
the 
usually 
staid 
baseball 
owners into serious talks concerning 
expansion 
and

Baltimore and the Bay Area. 
"We have formed an

HOLLYWOOD - (NEA) - 
From 1958 to 1968, Paul 
Petersen was America s best­ 
loved teen-ager. As the son on 
The Donna Reed Show, he 
was invited into America’s 
living room every week, and 
given a place in the nation’s 
collective heart. 
But that doesn’t help much 
after the show is cancelled. 
And Paul Petersen had some 
tough years. Now, at 29, he’s 
back—but not as an actor. 
Petersen was part of the 
Donna Reed familv for eight 
profitable years. He was 12 
when it all began and 20 
when they dropped the show, 
in ’66. He grew up on the 
show, changed from a boy to 
a man while playing a youth. 
He says he’s rem ained 
close to Miss Reed ever since, 
and Carl Betz and Shelley 
F ab ares (who played his 
father and sister), too. 
“ Donna cried with me 
when things weren’t going so 
well,” he says. 
Until he started on the 
show, Paul Petersen had 
been planning on a career as 
an architectural engineer. He 
was a bright child, particu­ 
larly so in arithmetic. He had 
his future clearly mapped out 
in his alert young mind. 
He had done a little acting 
and modelling, mostly at the 
behest of his fam ily, and 
enjoyed it and recognized 
that it was a profitable ven­ 
ture. 
‘‘But I had never thought of 
making that my career,” he 
says. 
I knew what I was 
going to do, and acting wasn’t 
it.” 
When he was offered The 
Donna Reed Show role, the 
fam ily conferred and a c ­ 
cepted. It was, they thought, 


just another few weeks of 
work. 
"Nobody thought that it 
would be a career in itself," 
he says. 
A few years later—some­ 
where around 14 or 15, as he 
remembers it —he changed 
his life goal. 
"Things were going well as 
an actor,” he said, "and I was 
enjoying it. I decided that I 
would be an actor, that I 
would learn my craft and 
work hard at it.’ 
So the dream of becoming 
an arch itectu ral engineer 
was abandoned in favor of 
the path of least resistance. It 
seemed, at the time, to be a 
sensible decision. As one of 
the stars of one of the top- 
rated TV shows, it seemed 
logical that his career and his 
success were both assured. 
"Then 1 was 20,” he says, 
"and suddenly there was 
nothing. The snow was can­ 
celled I did a few parts in a 
few movies, but, year by 
year, the work slipped.” 
When he was 21, the trust 
fund that his parents had 
been investing in, according 
to California law, cam e to 
him. 
"What a time that was!” he 
says. 
He took his money, which 
was considerable. He rented 
a limousine and an airplane, 
to take his father on a big trip 
to Las Vegas. 
“I took $500 and placed my 
very first bet,” he says. "This 
was at the blackjack table. I 
remember I was dealt a 13, 
and I stuck. The dealer went 
over 21, so I won.” 
He won some more and 
figured this was a pleasant 
way to make a few bucks. 
Then he took his winnings 
and went over to the chemm 


de fer table, where the big 
boys play for big money. 
I lost nine straight hands," 
he says. "That was $4,000. 
That cured me of gambling 
forever." 
He went through the money 
that his 12 years with Donna 
Reed had brought him. He 
figures he squandered $1 m il­ 
lion by the time he was 24. He 
gradually went broke. 
He grew a beard, a mus­ 
tache, long hair. He took to 
going to parties—he was still 
invited to p arties —so he 
could eat the hors d’oeuvres. 
That was what he lived on. 
He didn’t work any more. 
But he went to parties, to eat. 
At one party, he met a man 
named David Oliphant, who 
wondered why everybody 
seemed to know the bearded 
young man. 
"B ecau se," Petersen ex­ 
plained, "I am the walking 
dead. They all know that I am 
what they are afraid they 
may become some day.”

There is a lot of talk going on among 
American conservatives, some of it in 
public, most of it in private, on the 
question whether there could be a fusion 
between traditional conservatives and 
Wallaceite 
populists 
in 
1976

presumably, thereafter, if the wedding 
night proved blissful. 
Some are very optimistic on the point 
They single out, for example, the latest 
letter from George Wallace, sent out to 
who knows how many hundred thousand 
people, 
asking 
for money 
and 
for 
expressions of support That letter lists 
five concerns of George Wallace, and all 
of them are among 
the traditional 
concerns of American 
conservatives: 
law and order, 
deficit spending, mili­ 
tary 
preparedness, 
compulsory 
busing, 
and judicial tyranny 
But 
merely 
to 
be 
“ con cern ed ” 
over 
deficit spending, the 
skeptics point, in not sufficient to unite 


the 
populist 
and 
the 
conservative 
Recently, a skeptic gave as an example 
the single question of fuel conservation 


More narrowly, gas What do you do 
about the high cost of it? 


A 
conservative 
would 
reason 
as 
follows: The high cost of gas must be 
passed 
along 
to 
the 
consumer. 


Sim ultaneously, 
the 
discovery 
of 
additional sources of fuel, or of fuel 
substitutes, should be encouraged The 
higher cost of fuel itself would attract 
investment in oil exploration 
If even 
more 
intensive 
exploration 
seemed 
desirable, then special tax advantages 
should be encouraged.

Cheers for Mrs. Keys, a 44-year-old 
Kansas housewife recently chosen for 
Congress by 58 per cent of the voters in 
her district Cheers for her enthusiasm 
and cheers for her hopes “ I want to be 
an effective member of Congress. I 
want to work hard for the people I 
represent. I believe what the country is 
lacking is leadership to see us through 
some of the troubles we’re in.” 
But with the cheers there is also a ho- 
hum. In a phone conversation the lady 
sounds like a chip off the old political 
block, plenty of blah but otherwise zip. 
No doubt her heart is in the right places, 
as is usually the case with new members 
of Congress, and no doubt she earnestly 
feels 
the 
change 
she 
envisions 
is 
possible. 
But when it com es to the crunch, the 
question what specifically does she plan 
to do?, she retreats behind a whiff of 
democratic spirit and replies only that 
she plans to “do my best." 
One need not be a pessimist to 
conclude her best may not in itself be 
enough. Mrs. Keys and other freshmen 
will, to effect real change in the nation, 
have to begin with effecting real change 
in the Congress. Despite the large 
congressional turnover mandated by the 
past election — one of every five 
members of the 94th legislature will be a 
first-termer, the Congress will hardly 
change. The same system, ruled by the 
same tribal chiefs, will prevail. As long 
as it does and they do progress will 
come hard. 
A 
congressman 
named 
Everett 
Burkhalter said it for truth in the mid- 
1960s when, announcing his retirement 
after only one 'year 
in office, 
he 
observed sourly: “ I could see I wasn’t 
going to get anywhere. Nobody listens to 
what you have to say here until you’ve 
been here 10or 12 years." 
Thus it is the rule that freshmen 
legislators spend their fiesty first years 
talking 
to 
nobody, 
bringing 
about 
nothing. Then by the time they do 
accumulate experience, and with it 
power, their reformist energy is often 
spent, and therefore, now benefiting 
from the system, they opt to preserve it. 
And what is preserved, thereby, is a 
body not so much of individual initiative, 
but committee routine. Members of 
Congress 
do 
not 
make 
laws, 
committees do. And the committees are 
seldom if ever influenced by incoming 
congresspersons, however enthusiastic 


or 
w ell 
m eaning 
Indeed, 
the

The management of more than 3Mi 
million acres of state lands is the 
responsibility 
of 
the 
State 
Lands 
Commission This body, comprised of 
the 
State 
Controller, 
Lieutenant 
Governor and Director of Finance, was 
created 
in 
1938. 
The 
lands 
are 
predominantly tidelands and submerged 
lands. The management entails the 
leasing of lands for oil and mineral 
extraction and for commercial and 
recreational use. 
Apparently the Commission functions 
like some of the others to which elected 
and 
appointed 
officials 
have 
been 
assigned by statute as an extra chore 
over 
and above their regular duties. 
B e c a u se 
of 
th e se 
h aph azard 
m ultitudinous 
assignm en ts 
these 
officials 
normally 
delegate 
their 
responsibilities to subordinates. The 
Commission executive and his staff 
thereafter confers with the Commission 
in brief and infrequent meetings to 
determine "policy." Usually the staff 
has blueprinted the policy and other 
decisions and the commission’s adoption 
is pro forma.

protected” and “The procedures...to 
effect 
binding 
leases

His report 
would indicate the commission and its 
staff has been woefully inattentive, if 
not inexcusably inadequate in managing 
state lands.

He said that at the present there are 
754 recorded trespasses on public lands

Twenty-one years 
later the trespass continues with no 
lease and no payment for the use of the 
state land. 
According to his calculations the state 
is losing "at least $200,000 annually in

That 
Rose’s estim ates of revenue losses is not 
exaggerated is evidenced by the State 
Lands Division’s budget requests in 
1971. At that tim e it asked for an 
additional $125,000 for staff to eliminate 
trespasses, 
stating that net annual 
revenues of $375,000 would accrue to the 
state with the added staff. 
Actually how much is being lost 
appears to be anyone’s guess. For in its 
defense 
the 
agency

claimed 
insufficiency of staff. More significantly 
the Lands Division has contended the 
reason it has not proceeded more 
expeditiously 
against 
trespassers 
is 
because "firm boundaries have not been 
determined for most public lands under 
its jurisdiction." 
If, 
after 
nearly 
forty 
years 
of 
existence, 
the 
commission 
hasn’t 
determined 
the 
boundaries 
of 
the 
millions of acres it is responsible for 
some drastic changes in management 
would seem in order. It is incredible that 
an agency of such long standing with a 
staff of more than 200 cannot identify 
the property for which it is responsible. 
If that is the situation the Legislature 
should take a long, hard look at the 
operations and structure of the agency. 
Perhaps it is time to replace the 
overburdened ex-officio members of the 
commission with some live bodies who 
can devote their full attention to state 
land management.

Health care 


The idea of a national health 
insurance program has long 
had a surface appeal; the 
m isleading 
appeal 
that 
government can do better for 
us, at less cost to us. 


That there is a need for help 
to those who cannot meet the 
inflated costs of health care 
cannot be denied. But that 
government programs are the 
best or only solution is not 
borne out by the facts. 


In a recent study of health 
care issues and proposals, Tax 
Foundation, Inc., points out 
that while prior to 1966 about 
12 per cent of all health and 
medical care was financed 
through federal programs, by 
1973 this share had risen to 26 
per cent. 


Simultaneously, the study 


shows, health care costs have 
risen 
rapidly. 
Prior 
to 
adoption 
of 
Medicare 
and 
Medicaid, medical costs were 
rising more rapidly than the 
g e n e r a l 
pri ce 
i ndex. 
Following enactment of these 
two programs the increase 
was spectacular. 


Both 
conservatives 
and 
liberals in government today 
are advocating some form of 
increased federal health care. 
But Tax Foundation warns 
both sides that “any new 
health 
insurance 
program 
could 
affect 
both 
current 
plans to control inflation and 
private 
business 
decisions 
concerning capital investment 
and employment. ” 


The entire subject involves 
a host of detailed, intricate 


issues 
difficult 
even 
for 
experts 
in 
the 
field 
to 
comprehend. 
Any 
federal 
insurance 
program 
would 
increase 
public sector spending from 
some $10 billion to over $60 
billion, the TFI study claims. 
A large share of these new 
costs would be paid by private 
industry, 
either 
through 
premium payments or taxes. 
The risk is that such added 
costs would dampen business 
incentives to generate new 
productive 
capacity 
and 
employment opportunities. It 
is indeed a dilemma that 
demands the most careful, 
non-ideological consideration 
in the interest of the very

The bee chaser 


We have always been fascinated over 
accounts of unusual experiments being 
conducted 
at 
universities 
or 
by 
governmental bureaus. We often wonder 
why they are even conducted except for 
the fact that the researchers have some 
fun as in trying to determine the sex life 
of a goochy-goochy bird or the like. 
Now there is a 25-year-old University 
of Utah fellow who seem s to have really 
gone off his rocker. 
Graham H. Pyke is 
a biologist and for the 
past two summers he 
has 
been 
chasing, 
litera lly 
chasing, 
bumblebees 
in 
the 
meadows of the Rocky 
Mountains. He is ap­ 
parently 
very 
tired 
but happy over his 
conclusion that there 
is mathematical pre­ 
cision in the zigging 
an d 
z a g g i n g 
of 
bumblebees. 
He has been primarily collecting data 
on 
the 
foraging 
activities 
of 
the 
bumblebee. After feeding the data into a 
com puter, 
he 
has developed 
a 
mathematical 
model 
of bumblebee 
movement based on efficiency. 


This efficiency, he says, is calculated 
by the net rate of energy grain to the bee 
— the nectar being the principal energy 
source. 
His studies have proven that bees 
move in a relatively straight line 
through fields of flowers, but zig and zag 
at 
a 
predictable 
frequency 
which 
minimizes the chances of visiting the 
same flower twice. 
The first question that popped into our 
mind as we were reading about this 
fellow was just how in the heck can you 
keep track of a single bumblebee in a 
meadow full of wildflowers There must 
be zillions of bumblebees in a meadow 
full of wildflowers. 
Well, Pyke was resourceful He tested 
his theory by first catching a number of 
bumblebees He would take his captured 
bumblebees and paint them Then he 
would release them and rush ahead of 
them to see if they followed the route he 
predicted. He says they did. That must 
have been fun! 
What is he really doing all of this for0 
Pyke believes his little studied area of 
inquiry may serve as a basis for 
investigating other kinds of animal 
behavior. 
“ Food foraging is a basic behavioral 
need for any animal," he states, "and 


many behavioral traits should have 
some relationship to this need " 
For one thing, the young researcher 
went into the study with real objectivity 
A native of Australia, he had never seen 
a bumblebee before coming to the 
United States to attend college.
